REPORTS OF OFFICERS, BOARDS AND COMMITTEES: Written
reports received were Planning & Zoning minutes for September 12, 2002;
Milford Aging Services Commission minutes for September 24, 2002;
Police Dept. Activity Report for September 2002. *Fortune — Report
recommending changes from Jack Daniels on the private well ordinance.
Citizen has requested a street light be placed at the alley on “D” Street
between 1% St. and Park Ave. * Neal — Sr. Center has been informed that
they are responsible for maintaining and cleaning up the space along the east
wall of the old Pizza Kitchen Bldg. under the F & M Sign. * Burroughs —
Soon be going out for bids on the new ballfields. *Mayor Plessel has been to
numerous meetings with E.P.A., D.E.Q. and the Corp of Engineer who all
have informed her that all the rules and regulations have been fulfilled and
there is nothing we can do to discourage them from dumping the
contaminated soil from Hastings. The County has informed them that the
gravel road cannot be used due the weight of the trucks. They will be
traveling the route of Hwy 6 and only using State and County roads. Plessel
informed them to notify Gary Cooper with S.C.C. and inform him of the use
of State Street thru the College. Mayor Plessel noted several times of the
day when State Street is full of pedestrian traffic at the College. Milford



landfill is also receiving contaminated dirt from Gage County. Seward
County is having an assessment done to see if damage is being done to the
County road and possibly establish a weight limit. *Siebken reviewed the
Police Dept. activity report. Hull attended the NeLEIN (NE Law
Enforcement Intelligence Network) seminar.  Chief Siebken will be
attending the POAN Conference later this month.

COMMUNICATIONS: Sales tax received for the month of July 2002 was
$12,473.88. Resignation letter received from Recreation Board member
Angela Folkerts.

PUBLIC HEARING - Citizen Advisory Committee: Mayor Plessel
opened the public hearing at 7:50 pm. Dean Bruha presented a revenue total
of $48,837.38. Minimal activity has occurred with the Economic
Development Committee. Contact with an Agricultural Irrigation Co. State
of NE Economic Committee looking for communities interested in an
Ethanol Plant. J.R. Welding slowly moving forward on property at Hwy 6
& 15. Website needs to be updated. Committee is aware of this, trying to
get the Chamber of Commerce to help with update. Economic Development
Program will be reviewed, by the Governing Body, after a 10 year period.
Burroughs suggested investing the $48,000.00 into a CD for a 12 month
period. Council agreed. No further comments the public hearing closed at
8:02 pm.

Authorize Signature — Water Transmission Main: A motion was made by
Fortune and seconded by Burroughs to authorize the Mayor to sign the
contract to Rogge Engineering for the Water Transmission Main Project.
Roll call vote: Fortune yes, Burroughs yes, Cooper absent, Neal yes. Motion
carried.

Authorize Signature — Tank Demolition: A motion was made by Fortune
and seconded by Neal to authorize the Mayor to sign the contract to L.F.W.
Sandblasting for the Water Tank Demolition. Roll call vote: Fortune yes,
Neal yes, Burroughs yes, Cooper absent. Motion carried.

Approve Fire Dept. Membership Roster: A motion was made by
Burroughs and seconded by Fortune to approve the Fire Dept. membership
roster as presented. (Roster attached to these minutes) Roll call vote:
Burroughs yes, Fortune yes, Cooper absent, Neal yes. Motion carried.



Hire Volleyball Director, Coed League: A motion was made by Burroughs
and seconded by Neal to approve Bruce and Janel Stutzman as the Coed
Volleyball Directors for the 2002-2003 Season. Roll call vote: Burroughs
yes, Neal yes, Cooper absent, Fortune yes. Motion carried.
Youth Basketball Coaches: Girls — A motion was made by Fortune and
seconded by Burroughs to approve Stephanie Spearman as the girl’s youth
basketball coach. Roll call vote: Fortune yes, Burroughs yes, Cooper absent,
Neal yes. Motion carried. Boys — Still vacant.
Introduction and Adoption of Resolution — Rural Apprehension
Program: Attorney Blevens read the resolution. A motion was made by
Burroughs and seconded by Neal to approve the following resolution.
RESOLUTION NO. 388

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MAYOR AND COUNCIL OF THE
CITY OF MILFORD, NEBRASKA:

WHEREAS, law enforcement agencies within the following counties:
Butler, Clay, Fillmore, Hamilton, Jefferson, Merrick, Nuckolls, Saline,
Saunders, Seward, Thayer, Webster, and York desire to enter into a
cooperative law enforcement effort; and

WHEREAS, the above agencies have submitted a grant application as
the RURAL APPREHENSION PROGRAM (hereafter R.A.P.); and

WHEREAS, the R.A.P. project has been funded by the Nebraska
Crime Commission; and

WHEREAS, the various counties, communities and agencies within
those jurisdictions desire to make the most efficient use of the power by
enabling them to cooperate with other localities on a basis of mutual
advantage and thereby to provide services and facilities in a manner pursuant
to forms of governmental organization that will accord best with geographic,
economic, population, and other factors; and

WHEREAS, an interlocal agreement, consistent with Nebraska
Revised Statutes 13-801 et.seq., would be in the best interest of all
participating agencies; and

WHEREAS, the agencies desire to enter into a written interlocal
agreement for the purpose of carrying out the R.A.P. objectives and grant
requirement of the Nebraska Crime Commission.

BE IT RESOLVED THAT:

The City of Milford authorizes the Chief of Police to enter City of Milford
into an interlocal agreement for joint and cooperative action pursuant to the
provisions of Section 13-801 through 13-807 of Nebraska Revised Statutes. .
The interlocal agreement shall be for the strict administration of the R.A.P.
project and all funds allocated by the Nebraska Crime Commission, and
Match dollars allocated by the R.A.P. members. Further, this interlocal




agreement shall not establish a separate legal entity, rather as a joint and
cooperative undertaking between public agencies i.e. state, county, city and
village. (Nebraska Revised Statute 13-801)

Amount of match dollars allocated by the City of Milford for the 2002
- 2003 grant period (RAP 13) will be $943.00.

Upon roll call vote as follows: Burroughs yes, Neal yes, Cooper
absent, Fortune yes. Motion carried.
